It will also prevent the ladies from 
going fishing, as they are not electors and cannot 
declare their intentions. 
It prohibits them from 
fishing c r giving fish to any other person to sell. 
The women unwn at the wharves sometimes fish and 
give their children and others fi*h to sell. 
It seems 
to me a very unjust and mischievous bill. 
Mr. N eumlnx—Mr. President, I am in favor of 
some bill of this sort. 
I am an enthusiastic fisher­ 
man, and am nothiftg if not a sailor. 
I am one of 
the three fishermen th at went out to the West. 
But 
I do not see how we can pass the bill and enforce it 
after it has passed.

few polls a tally of votes was kept, but if so 
(lie most reasonable supposition is that it was 
for the purpose of forecasting the result. 
The report that an employe of the office of 
the Secretary of State was utilized to secure 
a difference of the paper used by the two 
parties is disposed of by the statement of the 
Secretary that he furnished the Working­ 
men’s paper from the stock in the office when 
lie came in possession, while the Citizens’ 
Committee got theirs of dealeft here. 
The 
Workingmen still talk of contesting the elec­ 
tion, and howl a good deal about what they 
call an attempt of the Citizens’ Union to 
overreach them, but their talk is generally 
regarded as a means of letting themse'ves 
down easy after their disastrous defeat. 
There is much rejoicing in a quiet way over 
the result.

INFELICITOUS 
EXHIBITION. 


When Senator Baker’s resolution prohib­ 
iting the payment of the members of the 
Constitutional Convention for. the extra 
session was being debated on Tuesday, 
Senator West undertook to oppose it, and 
in so doing charged that it was a^nalicious 
proposition, developed from tbe envy and 
hatred which the surpassing ability and 
unrivaled patriotism of the Constitutional 
Convention had bred in base minds. 
We 
do not mean to say that the Senator used 
precisely this language, hut this was the 
spirit of his remarks. 
As he had himself 
been a member of the Constitutional Con­ 
vention, and as his personal interests were 
therefore affected by the resolution, his 
appearauee in the character of champion 
of the Convention was not in the best pos­ 
sible taste, and bis accusation of “ spite ” 
against his colleagues and all others who 
failed to recognize in that body the very 
flower of modern statesmanship and brain­ 
power, 
was equally infelicitous. 
The 
Constitutional Convention is perhaps not 
yet fully understood 
save 
by those 
whose misfortune it was to be obliged 
to study it on tho spot, hut its reputation 
will ultimately depend upon the working 
of the Constitution it framed, and when 
the nature of that instrument is borne in 
upon the popular mind by actual experi­ 
ence, we do not think the view taken ly 
Senator W'est will he at all generally en­ 
tertained. 
As regards the question of pay 
for the extra session, it is unquestionably 
the popular belief at this time that the 
State is not called upon to honor that 
demand, 
inasmuch as 
the Convention 
had ample time 
to frame a Consti­ 
tution within the statutory limits, and 
since its failure to do so was a practical 
demonstration of incapacity which ought 
not to be converted inio a heavy charge 
upon the community. 
We have no doubt 
that many members of the Convention 
think the body was a very superior one, 
hut assuredly the common conviction on 
that head is very different, and as it is the 
people holding the common view who pay 
the taxes, on tho whole it may bo asserted 
with some plausibility that this sentiment 
should be respected in preference to the 
other.

M. Lesseps has been telling his impres­ 
sions of San Francisco, and they are very 
agreeable ones apparently. 
He states, 
with complete truth, that he found there a 
more thoroughgoing criticism of his pro­ 
ject than he had encountered anywhere 
else since he left France, but he makes a 
perhaps not unnatural mistake when he 
Bays that finally he succeeded in answering 
every objection. 
That is what M. Lesseps 
did not succeed in doing. 
Of the very- 
searching and crucial questions put to him 
by Captain Merry before the Chamber of 
Commerce, he failed to answer some of the 
most important, in a satisfactory manner, 
and whether it was the fault of his inter­ 
preter, or the fault of his scheme, the im­ 
pression left by his replies in several of 
these cases was that of studied evasion. 
We have rarely observed a more thor­ 
ough and exhaustive cross-examination 
than that to which Captain Merry sub­ 
jected him, but we have seen many men 
come out better from such an ordeal. 
The 
truth Í3 that he did not succeed in explain­ 
ing how the flood waters of the Chagres 
were to be controlled ; how the canal was 
to be carried across the Chagres; how the 
cut through the swamp region was to be 
kept open ; or how the tidal problem was 
to be met. 
Yet the success of the entire 
project may- be said to depend upon every 
one of these considerations, and a plan 
which does not demonstrate the feasibility 
of arranging all of them has no title to 
practicability. 
We think 
M. Lesseps 
found far more criticism at San Francisco 
than he knew how to encounter, and that 
if he had been examined as intelligently 
and rigorously at New York he might not 
ave been disposed to cross the continent 
at alL 


Tho election in San Francisco has re­ 
sulted in the success of the law and order 
party, and in the crushing defeat of the 
Sindletter3. 
The latter have been com­ 
pletely routed, and the character of the 
future government of the city will be de­ 
termined by the conservative and. intelli­ 
gent element. 
This is a result over which 
the people of the whole State must re­ 
joice, and it is a far more satisfactory way 
of dealing with Kearneyism than that 
which a short time ago appeared unavoid­ 
able. 
It is to be regretted that there 
should have arisen any grounds for protest 
or dispute in regard to the color of the 
ballots used by the Citizens’ Protective 
Union, but the difference of tint appears 
to he one of those accidents which are in­ 
separable from the employment of colored 
paper, and the incident shows the inexpe­ 
diency of using anything but white paper 
for such a purpose. 
In this case the dif­ 
ference of color seems to have been so 
marked that the secrecy of the ballot was 
practically abolished, and it was easy to tell 
how every one voted. 1^ prohibiting the em­ 
ployment of tinted paper altogether, casu­ 
alties of this kind would be rendered im­ 
possible. 
There are no reasons why the 
ballot paper should be colored, and a great 
many why it should not be. 
The defeat of 
the Kearneyites, however, was not brouglit 
about by the color of the ballots, and if 
they have any sense left they will accept 
the popular verdict without resistance, and 
forthwith abandon the mischievous agita­ 
tion to which they have clung bo long and 
so fruitlessly. 
As Kearney announced 
prior to the election that a vote for Freud 
was a vote to keep him out of jail, and as 
Freud has been beaten, he ought row, for 
the sake of consistency, to surrender him­ 
self and submit to the enforcement of his 
sentence. 
Whether he docs so or not we 
presume the sentence will now he enforced, 
and in the House of Correction he will for 
the first time in several years be made to 
earn his bread by honest labor. 
If 
the new charter to he drawn up by the 
fifteen conservative freeholders does not 
legislate Kalloch out of office, and so clear 
the way for an honest and decent govern­ 
ment, we Fhall he surprised. 
The Sandlot 
element has at last received notice to quit, 
and it will have to attend to it, for the 
people will evidently stand no inore non­ 
sense. 
The news of this auspicious out­ 
come will undoubtedly be of great service 
in restoring confidence in the ability of the 
people of San Francisco to take care of 
themselves. 
It is possible that the com­ 
paratively light vote cast by the Sandlottera 
indicates the conversion of a part of Kear­ 
ney’s following to more rational views, hut 
it is also possible that it merely indicates 
a diminution of the voting population, con­ 
sequent upjn the hard times and the recent 
cheap transportation to the Eastern States. 


We think it probable, if not certain, that 
two or three thousand people have left Sau 
Francisco during the past six months. Cer­ 
tainly the cars carrying passengers east­ 
ward at reduced rates have been crowded, 
and the travel that way has been kept up 
steadily. 
This theory’ may also in part— 
but only’ in part—account for the light 
vote cast by the supposed friends of law 
and order, of whom it is asserted that from 
8,000 to 10,000 neglected to vote. 
The* 
Cliff House Brigade has always been an in­ 
stitution in large cities, and it represents 
that considerable element which, while 
not in sympathy with communism or had 
government of any kind, possesses too 
little interest in public affaire to stimu­ 
late it to action. 
Probably’ a large 
percentage of this element is composed of 
men in clerical positions, who have no 


p r o p e r ty of their own, and who arc too 
young and inconsiderate to think seriously’ 
over questions oí public import. 
It must 
he remembered that a large proportion of 
this class voted for the new Constitution 
last year, certainly without at all compre­ 
hending what they were doing. 
There ap­ 
pears to he no way by which such people 
can be got to do their duty as citizens. 
They do not fool their responsibilities, and 
it is doubtful if anything hut the accumu­ 
lation of property in their own hands can 
make them do so. 
They are too intelli­ 
gent to be ?ed away by demagogues like 
Kearney, but they are not intelligent 
enough to realize that it is directly to their 
interest to secure good government. 
Had 
they voted on Tuesday the majority rolled 
up against the Sandlotters would have been 
so large that the latter would never have 
been heard of again. 
It is the part 
of wisdom, 
however, to 
be thankful 
for such 
success 
as 
has 
been at­ 
tained, and in the present case the end 
sought lias after all been reached, and this 
is the main consideration. 
The proof thus 
afforded that the Kearneyites are not a 
formidable power in politics will do more 
than anything else could have effected to 
destroy the attraction which the move­ 
ment has hitherto offered to demagogues. 
After three years of turhulenee, uncer­ 
tainty’ and apprehension, tho conservative 
elements once more control the situation, 
and this change has been wrought without 
the necessity of going beyond the law. 
That is a fact to rejoice' over, and it is now 
to he hoped that those- in whose hands the 
framing of the new charter is placed will 
take warning from the past, and carefully 
guard against the possible future capture 
of the city by thieves and loafers.

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RECENT NEWS TAILINGS. 


The Bodio Free Press says : There are 
four dance houses here, and not a Bible on 
sale in the town. 
There is a volume some­ 
where on “ Original Sin,” but there is 
nothing that has reference to the vices of 
Bodie. 
The late rains have made the farmers' 
faces beam with snii'es around Riccville. 
Quite a number have finished sumir,er-fal- 
lowing and began replowing. 
All sunnner- 
fallowed grain is looking fine, and winter 
sowing and volunteer promises a fair yield. 
There are three distinct species of trout 
in the Truckee river and the lakes which 
feed it. 
Two of them are common and 
the other rare. 
They are known as the 
silver trout, the salmon trout and the 
speckled trout. 
The silver trout is quite 
rare, except at Independence lake. 
The Chico Record says : There will be 
some peaches and cherries, but the almonds 
and apricots are killed. 
Those having 
orchards that have escaped the nipping of 
the frost should take every care to produce 
as large a crop of fruit this year as possi­ 
ble, as we are confident that certain varie­ 
ties will fall far short of the demaud. 
Chico Record: We understand that it 
is the opiuion of those interested in the 
black adobe lands of the county, that they 
have never presented a better prospect for 
a crop than at present. 
These lands are 
probably lc3S afflicted by drouhgt than 
higher lands with sandy soil, as they are 
capable of retaining moisture for a long 
period. 
The prospects for an abundant 
harvest in Butte county were never better, 
notwithstanding the backwardness of the 
season. 
The cars of the Central Pacific Railroad 
have been frequently robbed of late in 
Truckee. Goods and valuables have disap­ 
peared from them so mysteriously that the 
greatest detective skill will undoubtedly 
he required in working up the case. 
Len 
Harris, the detective, arrived in Truckee 
last Monday morning, and by Monday 
evening had twelve men under arrest. 
These twelve men appear to he tramps or 
hoodlums, and were discovered under very 
peculiar circumstances. 
Messrs. Harris, 
Watson and Reed were searching about the 
unoccupied house of James Conroy, half a 
mile below town, when one of them casual­ 
ly noticed that a board had been partly 
torn off on the rear ot the building. Every­ 
thing about the premises was as silent as 
the grave, hut finding it possible to crawl 
through the aperture, they concluded to 
thus enter the house.

W a s h in g t o n , March 31st.—Cameron stated, as a 
que-tion of privilege, th at the testim ony of E. S. 
Webber, taken by the sub-committee in New Or­ 
leans, and which the sub-committee had decided to 
strike out because of the failure of W ebber to sub­ 
m it to the cross-examination, had, notwithstanding, 
been printed, and would perhaps prejudice the Kel­ 
logg case. 
Hill denounced the committee for printing the 
testimony, saying the vote was published in the lat­ 
ter part of the record, stating th a t it was stricken 
out, so th at it was practically, if not physically, 
stricken out. 
Considerable discussion ensued, dur­ 
ing which it appeared that the whole m atter of 
printing had been left to the stenographer. 
Ingalls thought the records should be made cor­ 
rect and the testimony actually stricken out, regard­ 
less ( f expense. 
Finally, Logan’s motion fo recom m it the evidence, 
with instructions to the com m ittee to withdraw the 
copies of the record already distributed and correct 
the who'e edition, was agreed to.

The bill im roduced by Paddock, to equalize home­ 
steads by allowing locations i:i more than one place 
when necessary t" make up 100 acres, (tassed. 
The m orning hour expired and the Imm ediate De­ 
ficiency bill was taken up. 
Eaton offered an.am endm ent for $51,000 for dies, 
stam ps, etc.

Blaine denied th at this deficiency bill was a general 
appropriation bill, and therefore the rule of the 
Senate need not here apply. 
Rollins (presiding) ruled accordingly. 
Edmunds appealed, and Carpenter applauded. 
Davi3 of West Virginia said it. was David Davis, 
not himself, who objected to 
Blaine’s am end­ 
m ent, and had no doubt he would be consist­ 
ent and move to strike all general legislation from 
this bill. 
He asked Davis if he stated his position 
correctly. 
Davis said lie did not propose to be criticised now, 
b u t would state his position when occasion pre­ 
sented in a tangible form. 
Blaine said Edm unds was noted for loading down 
appropriation bills with legislation, which charge 
Edmunds sarcastically denied.

A CHEERY ROOM. 


“ We all love a warm room, a cheery fire, 
a comfortable arm-chair, cleanliness and 
brightness. 
These are the grosser parts 
of household comfort which all can enjoy. 
But many of us,” says a writer in Good 
Words, “ attempt also to surround our­ 
selves withthingsnotpurelyutilitarian. We 
ornament our walls with paper and paint, 
our doors with moldings, our ceilings rnd 
cornices with plaster-work, our floors with 
carpets, our fireplaces with marbles, our 
chairs v ith chintzes. And the consequence 
of all this is, that we often spend a good 
deal of money in making ourselves less 
comfortable than we should have been if 
we had spent very little. 
The motive of 
this outlay is not unfrequently a desire to 
obtain cheap magnificence, to imitate with 
little what richer neighbors have bought 
with their plenty. 
And we certainly suc­ 
ceed in imitating their gaudincss. 
Only 
we forget one of the essential principles of 
all good art, that if a thiug is con­ 
spicuous it should be able to 
bear 
close examination. 
How much better 
it would be if, instead of trying to 
produce 
cheap 
imitations 
of 
things 
which properly belong only to grand re­ 
ception-rooms and stately galleries, we 
would contrive a. style of decoration which 
should be in keeping with the houses in 
which we live aud in our manner of life. 
The love of show for its own sake is vul­ 
gar. 
The desire to create a sensation_ be­ 
comes at times such a passion that it is 
blinding to all discrimination between 
beautv and ugliness. 
To show a beautiful 
thing because it is beautiful is not vulgar; 
but to show anything, whether beautiful or 
ugly for the áake of show—that is vulgar. 
There are few men or women who would 
not consider that cheap gaudiness in dress, 
with all its accompaniments of false jew­ 
elry and what is called ‘ loudness,’ was 
to the last degree vulgar. 
But the strangh 
thing is, Ithat the very men and women 
who are really in many ways cultured and 
refined |do |not see that they commit the 
same finite in the decoration- of their 
dravring-roo ins that they blame with se­ 
verity in the dressing of their servants.

IMMORTALIZED BY LAZINESS. 


YVho first employed the expansive force 
of steam to do something is not certainly 
known. 
The Marquis of Worcester seems 
to have come very near to a practical idea ; 
as he did in one or two of his hundred 
notions; and after him Savery, Papin and 
Newcomen successively invented new mod­ 
ifications which brought the steam engine 
almost to its present form, and paved the 
way for the grand final improvements of 
W att. 
In Papin’s engine the germ of the 
present principle is first perceived; the 
steam being made to act upon a piston or 
moveable plug, inclosed in a cylinder. 
A 
little,water lay at the bottom of the cylin­ 
der, beneath the piston ; on fire being ap 
plied the water was converted into steam, 
which raised the piston; then the fire 
being removed, the cylinder cooled, and 
the steam condensed into water again, the 
piston returned to its place. 
This action 
was of course too slow to fulfill any prac­ 
tical purpose ; but Newcomen followed up 
the idea, and succeeded in producing a 
machine capable of pumping water from 
mines. 
In this, however, tho moving 
power was not steam, but a ir; steam was 
used only as a secondary agent, to enable 
the atmosphere to do the work. A wooden 
beam, hung in the middle, was connected 
at ene eud with the pump rod, and at the 
other end with the rod attached to the 
piston. 
The pump end of the beam would 
fall by its own weight, and in so doing 
would drag up the piston to the top of the 
cylinder. 
Steam, generated in a separate 
boiler, was then admitted to the space un­ 
derneath, and drove out what air there 
was through a valve ; thereupon, the steam 
being condensed by the sudden cooling of 
the cylinders, a vacuum was created, and 
the presure of the atmosphere forced the 
piston slowly down, raising the pump 
apparatus. 
\Vith an enormeus expendi­ 
ture of fuel, this engine made only six or 
eight lumbering strokes per m inute; so 
mwch time was consumed in cooling the 
cylinder and condensing Bteam. 
At first, 
cold water was dashed upon the ontside of 
the cylinder for this purpose; afterwards a 
casing cylinder was employed into which 
cold water was alternately admitted and 
drawn off. 
Accident at last showed a bet- 
f®r way. 
The piston had been pa eked 
with tow grease, and other material to 
keep it air-tight, and to make assurance

W. A. llugbson and George 
Pyhurn of the homoopathic school. Trustee 
Davis stated that Drs. Hatch, Cluness and 
Nixon had assured him that they would not 
act if any homeopaths were elected.

On motion of Mr. Homblower, the time of 
the High School was changed to one day ses­ 
sion instead of two. 
The sum of $30 was appropriated for the 
employment of a music teacher to give in­ 
struction to the senior class, to prepare them 
for the annual examination. 
Superintendent Landes spoke at length in 
favor of a resolution which he had previously 
introduced, requiring two examinations each 
year for the purpose of classification. He 
read letters from the State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction in favor of the same, and 
expressed the disadvantages of having but 
one annual examination. 
Mr. Hornblower opposed the adoption of 
the resolution, and was sure that the classes 
of Sacramento were further advanced than in 
any other town of the State, aud thought the 
change unnecessary. The system of the 
schools in Sacramento was almost perfect, 
and in proof of this could be cited the large 
number of pupils who are sent here from other 
places to enter our public schools. 
On motion of Mr. McClatchy, the resolu­ 
tion was laid over until the next meeting. 
The Board then proceeded to open and 
have read all bids for the contracts ot fur­ 
nishing books for the schools of Sacramento 
county. Bids for furnishing one or more 
books were received from the following pub­ 
lishing firms : A. L. Bancroft & Co., Barnes 
& Co., D. Appleton & Co., Van Antwerp, 
Bragg & Co., .rones Bros. & Co., Clark & 
Maynard, University Publishing Company, 
Ivison, Blakemán, Tavlor & Co., Hough­ 
ton, Osgood k Co., and Harper & Bros. _ 
Mr. Hornblower moved that a committee 
of four, including the Superintendent, be 
appointed, to whom the bids could be re­ 
ferred for tabulation. The motion was car­ 
ried, and the President appointed Messrs. 
Lord, Stalker and Hornblower, with instruc­ 
tions to report at the next' meeting of the 
Board. 
The Board then adjourned until next Tues­ 
day e vening.

THE EXAMINATION QUESTION'. 
Eds. Record-Union : I was much sur­ 
prised at the proceedings of the Board of Ed­ 
ucation at its last meeting. The Board has 
said to the pupils of our public schools that the 
monthly examinations and class standing 
shall he taken into consideration with their 
annual examination, as a test for promotion 
to if higher grade. The children have per­ 
formed their work the entire year with this 
promise in view. There are but a few weeks 
mere of study, and now the Board breaks 
faith with these children and decides that 
the annual examination alone shall be the 
test. ’Tis true that they do this at the peti­ 
tion of fifty-seven teachers, who undoubtedly 
have some reason for their request. 
But can it possibly he a fair test of 
scholarship—a 
few 
hours 
devoted to 
a few questions, proposed by a few 
persons, who are more or less competent, 
and who spend unge or less time, as the case 
may be, on the selection of these questions. 
This, under the most favorable circumstances, 
cannot possibly be a fair criterion of the 
year’s acquirement of the pupils. But we 
contend that the circumstances of these ex­ 
aminations are not favorable. The examina­ 
tions are conducted by strange teachers, and 
sensitive children are anxious and frightened, 
as well they may he, for their position in school 
for the ensuing year rests entirely on a few 
hours’ work. Conscientious children are 
often placed at a disadvantage, not availing 
themselves' of the unscrupulous methods of 
obtaining answers to the questions, which it 
is more than hinted some pupils do not hesi­ 
tate to use. The yearly labor goes for naught. 
IS not this fact in itself a hid for dishonesty ? 
It is a notorious fact, the truth of which 
our physicinswili corroborate, that the annual 
examinations of the public schools in our city 
are attended yearly with sickness, which has 
m ,ny times terminated in death. After a 
year of study, such important results, being 
entirely dependent on the standing obtained 
by the pupil at the final examination, proves 
too severe a strain upon the young frame, 
and it succumbs, and often times serious sick­ 
ness is the result. Whereas, if the yearly 
work was the test, and the final examination 
bore only its proportion of responsibility, 
namely, one-tenth, there would not be this 
anxiety which amounts almost to a terror 
with some pupils. Of course, this only ap­ 
plies to those departments of our public 
schools which have already had eight month­ 
ly examinations, every one of which has been 
a time of anxiety to faithful pupils, and 
which are now to he counted as nothing in 
the general result. 
Another point: Superintendent Landes 
recommends that errors in punctuation and 
spelling be not charged against another study. 
For example, iu an examination in arithmetic 
or geography a pupil shall uot be considered as 
having in any sense failed because of au error 
in punctuation or for misspelling a word. 
This is already a part of the school law, and 
any teacher who has been accustomed iu the 
past to do other than as Mr. Landes recom­ 
mends for the future has violated a regula­ 
tion now inexistence, and the pupil thus de­ 
prived of its just marking has been defrauded 
of its legal rights, hut as the work of the 
year is of no importance and does 
not in any sense aifect the promo­ 
tion to a higher grade, of course this 
is a matter of no importance. But think of 
the strain upon a child of pointing out the 
process of long division and being required 
to correct it so that the manuscript is com­ 
plete in detail without a final e omitted or a 
capital misplaced ? Or is it any wonder that 
our cemeteries have so many short graves in 
them ? In many classes the teacher gives no 
opportunity f >r study during the school 
hours. Every lesson is acquired at home, aud 
the teacher occupies the hours by ascertain­ 
ing how much the pupil knows. There is a 
theory nowadays t.iat the time might he 
more profitably passed instructing the pupil 
as to something it don’t know.

A MURDEROUS AFFRAY. 
ly (iu 
■ mile 
village of Rough and 
Ready, four miles west of Grass Valiev, 
was the scene of a murderous affair on 
Sunday evening, which, in all probability, 
will result in the death of a worthy man at 
the bauds of an assassin. The facts con­ 
nected with the tragedy are stated to be 
about as follows : A man named Thomas 
W arren, alias “ Keno,” had been working 
for some time at the Iron Clad quartz mine, 
and boarding at Schrocder’s Hotel, in 
Rough anil Ready. 
A day or two ago 
George Albert, the foreman of the mine, 
received" a letter from a hotel-keeper at 
Nevada City desiring to learn the amount 
of wages due W arren, in order to attach 
them for an account due for hoard. Al­ 
bert considering that Mr. Schroeder was 
first entitled to protection for the board 
hill owing him by W arren, suggested to 
Schroeder to have W arren give him an 
order on the Company, and thus be first se­ 
cured against loss. This was done, and the 
m atter explained to WarreD, who, however, 
took offense at Albert’s action. Sunday he 
borrowed a horse from Mr. Schroeder and 
went to Nevada to see the hotel-keeper 
there about the amount he owed him. He 
returned late in the day, and it was evi­ 
dent that he had been drinking, hut did 
not appear to he intoxicated. Albert was 
at Schroeder’s at the time, and W arren 
commenced abusing him. To avoid a diffi­ 
culty Albert started to leave and go to the 
mine, but W arren stopped him before he 
could get off the porch that extends in 
front of the building, aud taking hold of 
him, struck him three or four blows with 
a knife in quick succession. One of the 
cuts was between the riba and below the 
heart, on theleft side, and penetrated the 
lung; another in the left groin, pene­ 
trating the cavity of the abdomen ; and a 
third, which appeared to have been a 
raking cut with the knife, extended from 
the backbone, over the right kidney, and 
into the cavity. Another cut had been 
aimed at Albert s throat, and his collar 
A meeting of colored citizens was held at 
the Fifth-street Baptist Church last evening. 
There was a good attendance. R. II. Small 
was called to the chair, and B. A. Johnson to 
the Secretary’s table. A series of resolutions, 
prefaced by a preamble, were introduced, re­ 
garding the preference of the colored voters 
of Sacramento for President.

W hereas, We. the colored citizens of Sae- 
rato eti masse assembled, believing it to be 
eminently proper, in times of great political 
peri), that all elements of society should ex­ 
ercise the right of expressing their preference 
as between rulers; and whereas, fully ap­ 
preciating the importa uce of the ensuing 
Presidential election, as well as the dire con­ 
sequences that must inevitably accrue to our 
common country, and especially to our 
Southern brethren, if by any dereliction of 
duty on the part of the' colored citizens 
an effete and retrogressive oligarchy be 
permitted the absolute control of our national 
affairs. Indeed, when we remember vhe filial 
affection with whichr our race cling even to 
an unfortunate nativity, we are at once per­ 
suaded that the lato exodus from the 
South but too plainly suggests what we 
may reasonably expect in the event^ of 
an 
ultra 
change 
of 
administration. 
Therefore, in our earnest desire to maintain 
intact the national status of the Republican 
party and thereby the perpetuity of our na­ 
tional tranquillity, be it 
Btsolnd., That in view of the dangers that 
threaten the defeat of any candidate who 
may be selected at the National Convention 
as the standard bearer of the Republican 
party purely on the grounds of an ephemeral 
enthusiasm rather than the dictates of e 
sober judgment or the expressed and well 
known will of the people, it behooves our 
elemeut, as an important factor in the ulti­ 
mate result, to make emphatic declaration of 
our choice of candidates.

W arren then gave him a kick and ran 
away. Upon seeing that Albert was dan­ 
gerously hurt, a qiessenger was imme­ 
diately sent for Dr. Jones, of this place, 
who went to attend the wounded man, and 
found him cut as described. Albert lies in 
a very precarious condition, as there is 
danger of inflammation setting in, and the 
physician entertains very little hope of his 
recovery. He has not long resided in this 
county, having come from San Francisco to 
take charge of the working of the Iron 
Clad mine. Neither he nor his assailant 
were men of family. Subsequent to the 
cutting W arren was arrested and brought 
to Grass Valley by Constable Reynolds 
and placed in the town jail.

Apelles, from whom so many “ ben tró­ 
vate ” anecdotes in connection with art are 
derived, is reported to have painted a 
basket of fruit so accurately that birds 
came and pecked at it. It is, however, 
somewhat doubtful whether this may he 
accepted as evidence of the artist's skill, 
when we consider how easily duped are 
these members of the feathered tribe who 
mistake a clumsily constructed scarecrow 
for a live peasant, or a lump of chalk for a 
new-laid egg. A far better instance of still- 
life painting is furnished by the story of 
George Moreland, who, being unable to 
pay the reckoning at an inn, where the 
thriftless artist had halted during his va­ 
grant wanderings, beat a hasty retreat by a 
low window. On the landlord entering the 
deserted chamber, he beheld upon a table 
what appeared the untouched meal of his 
fraudulent visitor, but which was actually 
a painted representation of the food with 
its corresponding plates and dishes. The 
landlord, at first much aggrieved by the 
non-payment of his hill aud the damage 
done to his furniture, was easily appeased 
when a certain connoisseur, who happened 
to call at the inn, offered to purchase the 
painted table for a price which more than 
compensated the owner. Fiddles, flies, 
dead game, and other objects have been 
imitated with such fidelity as to he regard­ 
ed by all persons beholding them as origin­ 
al or natural productions, and in a church 
on the Continent (I think at Genoa) there 
is a wall so cunningly painted as to lead 
the spectator to believe that he is gazing, 
not upon a fiat surface, but upon a continu­ 
ation of the sacred interior.

TAMKA1IY HALL AND SOCIETY. 


The Tammanv Hall organization con- 
uists of three parts : tirat, the secret So- 
cietv known as the “ Tammany Society, or 
Columbian Order,’’ which was founded in 
3 "89 in the first month of W ashington s 
EdminiEtration. and was incorporated iu 
1S05 • which erected the building on the 
corner of Nassau and Frankfort streets 
formerly known as Tammany Hall, and 
controls by lease the present hall on Four­ 
teenth street ; secondly, the General Com­ 
mittee and (Assembly) District Committees 
of the Tammany Hall Democracy, which 
-re councils of voters, and date, with 
many intermediate changes of detail, from 
1822; thirdly, the voters, usually about 
90.000, or two-thirds of the cutiré vote of 
the city, who act in liarmony with the 
committees and constitute the Tammany 
Hall Democracy. 
' 
The Tammany Society has passed, dur­ 
ing ninety years, through five important 
epochs of evolution, and is now in it sixth. 
Prom 1789 to 1800 it was anti-monarchical 
and anti-foreign, with Federalist officers 
and American-Indiau costumes, customs, 
and regalia, cultivating a distaste for Eu­ 
ropean inodes of government by tlie sedu­ 
lous substitution of certain fancied abo­ 
riginal customs. Its members discussed 
political oncstions, after the Iudian fasfflon, 
around council tires, at which they smoked 
the traditional calumet, assisted, perhaps, 
by draughts of the traditional fire-water. In 
1790 they received the Creek Indians, on a 
visit which one of theTammanysachenishad 
induced the Creek chiefs to make to New- 
York, in such perfect imitations of the 
native costume, and in such gorgeously 
savage feathers, moccasons, leggings, war­ 
paint, war-clubs and tomahawks, that 
the Creeks set up a whoop of joy­ 
ful recognition, which the Tamtniny 
braves mistook for the Indian mode of 
saying «race before human carving and 
scattered in a anúden panic. At this in­ 
terview Secretary Jefferson, Chief Justice 
Jay, Governor George Clinton and Mayor 
Duaue were present. The Creeks danced 
and sang the E tho song; the Tammany 
Grand Sachem a 3snred the Creek Graad 
Sachems that the spirit of Columbus and 
Tammany were then promenading arm-in­ 
arm through the wigwam; The Sagamore 
of Tammany presented the chiefs with the 
calumet, who in return dubbed him with one 
of those uinsical Indian appellations wnich 
ought to be immo’-tal—Tuliva Mico, or 
Chief of the Wh *e Town. In the evening 
the entire party attended the theater to­ 
gether, and belore they left the Creeks en­ 
tered into a treaty with “ Washington, the 
beloved Sachem of the Thirteen Fires.” 
From.thcse facts it will be easily under­ 
stood how the Tammany Society came to 
call its thirteen Trustees or Directors Sa­ 
chems, and its chief officer, selected from 
among the thirteen, its Grand Sic’nem ; 
and why it included among its officers a 
Sagamore and a Wiskinskie. But the In­ 
dian language failiug to contain any words 
adequate to express either the idea of a 
Secretary or of a Treasurer, while the ne­ 
cessities of the Society required both rec­ 
ords and money, the Society consented to 
use the terms Scribe and Treasurer. In 
the records of the Society, tiie Christian 
Era, being an epoch of foreign origin, was 
discarded, and the transactions dated from 
three events—the discovery of America by 
Columbus, the Declaration of indepen­ 
dence and the formation of the Tam­ 
many Society. The year was divided, 
after the strictly native American 
fashion, into the seasons of blos­ 
soms, of fruits, of harvests and of buows. 
Nor were imported names allowed to dese­ 
crate the months, which appeared on the 
records, in supposed Indian style, as first, 
second, third, etc., “ moons.” Thus, in 
respect of language, the Tammany Society, 
in its first epoch, 
was a faith­ 
ful expression of Anglophobia. Josiah 
Ogden Hoffman, Melancthon Smith—then 
a formidable opponent of Hamilton—Aaron 
Burr, De W itt Clinton, George Clinton, 
and Clarkson Crolius wore conspicuous 
leaders or inspirers of this period, which 
was somewhat torn by conflicts between 
the Burrites, Clintonites, and Lewisites. 
The society at this time, however, was in 
no immediate contact with the voters, 
knew nothing of the general and district 
committees, and was a mere private politi­ 
cal club, one of whose chief occupations 
was the collection of a museum of Ameri­ 
ta* 
I a i Milarly of Revolutionary, 
curiosities. 
At this period the ruling spirit in Tam­ 
many Hull was the munificent and gener­ 
ous William M. Tweed, then in control of 
theStrcetDepartment and Chairman of the 
Board of Supervisors, ever foremost in the 
benevolent and genial work of distributing 
the people’s money among as many of the 
p.-ople as he could reach. He sent wood, 
coal aud bread to the poor of his ward, and 
they repaid him to the last with their 
votes, lie feasted the paupers at Randall’s 
Island, and the blessings of those who had 
seldom tasted turkey or champagne were 
pouied upon 
him. 
Ho replenished 
the furniture of the engine-houses 
for tiie “ b’hoys,” and took care that no 
Democrat who served his country faithfully 
at the polls on election day should ever 
pine in filthy dungeons for lack of “ straw” 
bail. 
Had lie been a close and 
philosophic student of 
the demine 
and fall of the Roman Empire, he 
could not have understood more thoroughly 
that when universal suffrage had placed 
the control of a great city in the hands of 
its paupers, a true and sagacious states­ 
manship would consist in stealiug from the 
rich the means with which to feed the 
poor. Throughout all his princely career 
of lavish generosity—though those to 
whom he distributed the public money 
were numbered by tens of thousands, and 
though they included public chari­ 
ties, pimps, officials, strikers, gamblers, 
fancy-women, and “ legislators of the 
most unimpeachable integrity ”—we have 
never heard of but one donation from him 
being returned. A Metho list church, to 
which he had given $200, allowed its virtue 
to get so much the better of its politeness 
as to decline to receive “ stolen ” money.— 
[International Review. 


Many receipts and methods for making 
coffee and tea have been given in the 
Household column without there having 
been presented, as yet, the characteristics 
of these well-known beverages. In stfldy- 
ing the ultimate or particular crystallizable 
substance derived from each of them, we 
find iu tea theine and in coffee cafeine. 
Very straDgely in their analysis precisely 
the same quantity of carbon, hydrogen, 
oxygen and nitrogen arc discovered. The 
chemical formula being identical, it seems 
as if both the leaf of one plant an.d the 
fruit of another were intended by nature 
to have the same action on the human sys­ 
tem. Still, in examining this subject, 
chemists seem to have overlooked the fact 
that in the final preparation of the leaf or 
the bean, the methods were entirely differ­ 
ent. If theine exists in tea, it can be 
brought out, as a crystallizable substance, 
by the application of certain fluids, and tho 
same may be done as to the cafeine, deriv­ 
able from the raw coffee, but in tea a solu­ 
tion is made, which is never over 212 , 
while with coffee, before it is adaptable to 
our use, as it is roasted, the combination 
of carbon, hydrogen, etc., are certainly 
destroyed, and are burned, and are there­ 
fore entirely changed. It is very certain 
that there are no nutritive elements in 
either tea or coffee; they neither make 
blood or brawn, but their usefulness—a 
very great one—lies in the fact that they 
are both stimulants. Some want which 
nature has, and which she calls for, finds a 
response in tea and coffee. Both are es­ 
pecially useful to men and women engaged 
in mental, quite as niu^i as physical, ef­ 
forts. Even under the severest strains a 
man goes through, as in Arctic explora­ 
tions, the use off tea and coffee has been 
asserted to have been found superior to al­ 
cohol. Careful researches, made as to the 
action of tea and coffee on the human sye- 
tem, seem to prove that both are fairly 
powerful respiratory excitants, but as to 
the effects on the skin there is this differ­ 
ence, while tea promotes perspiration cof­ 
fee decreases it. Now, all that has been 
heretofore stated in regard to coffee and tea 
may be found in any of the class-books on 
food and drirk, but what is not so generally 
known is the use and abuse of both these 
beverages. 
Tea-guzeling with women, if 
it has not its immediate bad effects, is cer­ 
tain iu time to injure those who use it. A 
certain modicum of tea, at a time other 
than at breakfast, may be useful, but the 
habit some women have of taking at mid­ 
day tiie smallest possible quantity of solid 
food aud overdoses of tea should be in­ 
veighed against. Save the extra quantity 
of sugar and the small modicum of milk 
used in tea, as can be shown by analysis, 
there is no particle of nutriment in it. 
Over-use of tea invariably results, not so 
much iu nervous complications as is gen­ 
erally believed, but in the loss of digestive 
[lowers. The constancy of dyspeptic symp­ 
toms among women may often be traced 
to the over-swallowing of tea. 
The use 
of coffee in excess, accompanied by bad 
results, strangely enough, does not seem 
very prevalent. Europeans drink coffee in 
much larger proportion than we do. 
Though we may apparently consume a 
larger quantity in our decoctions as to 
bulk of fluid, the strength of European 
coffee may be generally stated to be two 
or three times greater than that of ours, 
and the particular stimulant more con­ 
centrated. There seems to be a corrective 
quality in coffee which warns us at once 
not to abuse it. 
The over-stimulating 
effects of it are immediately perceptible. 
The deprivation of sleep shows that for 
Certain individuals coffee cannot be used. 
It is not the 5.11110 with tea, as nervous­ 
ness and wakefulness after it are of rarer 
occurrence. In the long run, though not 
at once appreciable, the results from too 
constant a dosage of tea appear to have 
more permanent effect on the system than 
coffee. 
A good deal has been written 
about the unwholesomeness of using milk 
in coffee or tea, as the tannin in the one or 
the pyroligneous substances in the other 
render the albumen in the milk insoluble. 
Such chemical transformation docs cer­ 
tainly take place, but cannot affect health. 
There are innumerable other cases where 
the albuminods in food are rendered in­ 
soluble by chemical or physical action, 
and these pass without comment.

CONCERNING CYCLONES. 


Every one should know w hat a cyclone 
is, but the general ideas on the subject are 
rather vague. Take a small butter-pot, 
aud set it down on your largest map of the 
world at about 20“ north latitude, any­ 
where in the A tlantic between two conti­ 
nents, say east of the W est Indies. Then, 
w ith a piece of whalebone twice as long as 
from the butter-pot to the N orth Pole, 
bent into a parabola, with one end at the 
Foie, the other at the butter-pot, mark out 
thus the path of the cyclone. The apex of 
the bent whalebone will be somewhere in 
the W estern United States. 
Imagine 
your butter-pot to be revolving on its^own 
center in the direction of the har.da'of a 
watch, at the rate of a hundred miles an 
hour. Its northwestern edge will be the 
dangerous storm-rim, blowing a hurricane, 
lashing the seas, and precipitating the 
rain ; the other edges will be breezy, but 
not so stormy, as they contain less 
moist air. 
The center will be the low 
barometer and calm area, because here the 
air has less weight, and is flowing upward. 
Now, move your pot slowly aloDg the 
parabila, still supposing it to be turning. 
By the time you reach the center of the 
U nited States, exchange the pot for a 
saucer, with the same supposed conditions, 
only by this tim e, if w intry, a snow-storm 
will take the place of the rain. Keep it 
moving circularly and northwards also 
along the parabola, and about H udsm ’s 
Bay change to a breakfast-plate, and in 
Greenland to a dinner-plato, and about the 
89th degree north, before the storm reaches 
t ie size of a buggy-whcel, it breaks up. 
Thus you see tho space over which the 
storm travels enlarges as it passes north, 
the winds blow around its rim, and the 
calm center moves with it. Mariners now 
can y w hat is called a horn-card, a trans­ 
parent piece of flat cow’s horn, with a circle 
on it, inside which are several smaller cir­ 
cles, w ith arrows pointing as a watch’s 
hands travel. 
W henever the barom eter 
changes and clouds scud hy, this horn-card 
is placed on the chart at the ship’s position. 
Knowing the w ind's direction and the 
w eight of the air, the horn-card tells 
w hereabouts in the cyclone the ship is, • 
and from this is reasoned how to sail to 
avoid the cyclone; or, if unavoidable, how 
to manage in it ; or, if possible, how to

Now, this city is wholly built of gold, 
and the wall which encircles it is of em­ 
erald ; and it has seven gates, each of them 
of cinnamou-wood, made in one piece. 
And the pavement of the city aud all space 
that is within the walls is of pure ivory. 
There are temples to all the gods in it, 
these beiog of beryl-stones, and in the 
temples very great altars of aruethyst, ev­ 
ery altar being of one amethyst. On these 
altars they oiler sacrifice, and every sacri­ 
fice is of a hundred beasts. And round 
about the city there Hows a river of fra­ 
grant oil, inore beautiful than can be con­ 
ceived, the breadth of which is one hun­ 
dred royal eubifs, and the depth such that 
a man can easilv swim in it. There are 
baths in the city, great houses of glass, 
and these are heated with tires of cin­ 
namon-wood. 
But in these baths they 
use not water, but dew. The clothes which 
they wear are of spider-web, very fine, 
and of a purple color. They have no bodies 
nor flesh, nor can they be touched ; but 
yet, though they have the form and sem­ 
blance only of men, they can stand and 
move and think and speak. It seemed to 
me when I saw them as if it were the bare 
soul, clothed only with a certain likeness 
o' the body, that did these things. But no 
man would know that what he sees has 
not a bodily substance, unless he sought to 
touch it. For these people, though they 
are shadows, are yet shadows that stand 
upright, 
and not such as we see 
here, 
cast 
upon the 
ground 
or 
upon a wall. Iu this country none grow 
old, but whatever a man’s age may be 
when he comes hither, at that he remains. 
Nor have they in their land any night, nor 
yet the day in its full brightness ; but as 
the twilight is with us when it grows very 
near to the morning, but the sun has not 
yet 
risen, such is the 
light that 
prevails continually among them. Also, 
they have but one season in their 
year, 
for it is always 
spring-time 
with them ; and they' have only one wind 
that blows, and that is the west wind. 
Aud the whole land is covered with every 
kind of flower and shrub that is, both of 
\he wild and of the garden sort. The vines 
which they have bear their fruit twelve 
times iu the year, so that every month 
there is a vintage. As to the pomegranates 
and the apples, and all other kinds of fruit, 
these, they told me, ripened not twelve, 
but thirteen times in the year, for that in 
one mouth, which they call the month of 
Minos, they ripen twice. As to their 
wheat, it does not bear ears such as we 
have among us, but loaves at the end of 
the stalk, ready-made and baked for eat­ 
ing. Round about the city there are 365 
springs of water, and as many more of 
honey, and of perfumes 500, though these, 
indeed, are smaller than the springs of 
water and honey ; there are seven rivers of 
milk, and of wine eight. — [After the 
Greek of Lucian—A. J. Church.
